Placentia Planners Make 
Changes; Approve Hospital 


YORBA LINDA — The City 
Council voted to drop attempts to 
purchase the lower Locke Ranch 
sewer line from Placentia until 
after annexation proceedings in 
the area have been completed. 

The city had started studies on 
purchasing the line to block 
construction of an apartment 
complex in county land east of 
Fairmont Boulevard and north of 
Esperanza Road. 

Placentia, which owns the line, 
agreed to allow the developer to 
use the line. The developer has 
since paid $14,000 drainage fees 
to Placentia. 

Councilmen agreed to begin 
holding hearings on the new 
general plan Tuesday, May 11 and 
to continue them until the plan is 
adopted on subsequent Tuesdays. 
The plan was recently 
recommended for approval by the 
Planning Commission. 

Councilmen voted to request the 
county reconsider the design on a 
new flood control channel along 
Kellogg Drive in county territory 
to make it more esthetically 
pleasing and to eliminate several 
small residual parcels. 

On recommendation from the 


Traffic Committee they 
established a no parking zone on 
the north side of Imperial Highway 
west of Main Street and 
established a loading zone on the 
east side of Eureka north of Yorba 
Linda Boulevard. 

Councilmen also approved the 
weed abatement ordinance naming 
all the parcels ordered to be 
cleaned. Several protests were 
registered at the meeting. These 
parcels will be inspected by the 
city and will be cleaned only if not 
already cleaned by the property 
owner.

The Migrahe Sufferer

The speaker was Dr. 
Donald Brinkley of the 
Brinkley Chiropractic 
Centers. Now comes an 
article in a magazine 
that almost seems to echo 
Dr. Brinkley's warning of 
the migraine problem.

She is 
just one of the millions of 
people in the world — 
roughly three out of every 
50 — who suffer from this 
misunderstood disease.

a disease and not just the 
bad 'headache' that non¬ 
victims and even many 
doctors seem to think it 
is. Migraine can cause 
the symptoms of heart 
disease, gall bladder in- 
flamation, and appendi¬ 
citis to appear.

■'Migraine produces such 
pain, in fact, that in a re¬ 
cent case a brilliant 32- 
year-old science teacher 
killed himself because he 
couldn't take the severe 
migraine attacks that 
were becoming more and 
more frequent. Experts 
agree that many cases of 
unexplained suicide could 
be caused by the agony 
of migraine. 

". . . There are many 
side effects of migraine 
that most people are un¬ 
aware of. Children, for in¬ 
stance, often suffer from 
severe migraine attacks 
that cause abdominal 
pains not unlike a ruptured 
appendix. Many children 
have been operated upon 
needlessly for this reason, 
and thousands of school 
days are wasted each year 
because of migraine. 

"... Often victims have 
to put up with months of 
ineffectual treatment by 
local doctors or general 
hospitals. Many sufferers 
would rather stay at home 
in agony than be told by 
a harassed intern to 'go 
home and take two 
aspirin,' a treatment that 
works for a few minutes 
if it works at all. A lot of 
migraine victims are 
afraid to seek medical aid 
. . . because they have been 
embarrassed in the past by 
doctors who accuse them of 
malingering,' " 

Dr. Brinkley has said 
he has the greatest sym¬ 
pathy for the migraine 
sufferers. “They have had 
to endure — largely on 
their own — the private 
punishment of migraine." 

Yet migraine can be 
treated. “It must be! " 
says Dr. Brinkley.
